“The A. A. A. has recommended 
that Congress raise the Federal | 
appropriation to $125,000,000. This 
would mean that the states would 
match the $50,000,000 Federal in- 
crease dollar for dollar.” 

Although the Federal government 
exercises close supervision over the | 
railroads, radio and other agencies | 
in interstate commerce, it is pointed 
out irresponsible motor bus opera- 
tors have been allowed to enter in- | 


terstate traffic without any sign of | 
control. 

There are now 90,000 motor 
buses in operation in the United 
States, of which approximately 
40,000 are engaged in common 
carrier service. They are used in 
conjunction with rail lines, for 
long-distance operations and have 
recently entered the field of night 
travel with sleeper accommoda- 
tions. 

It is contended by the organized 
bus operators that the growth in 
this field of travel, which is without 
recedent, would be further stimu- 
ated by effective regulation by the 
Federal Legislature. 

They are unanimous in the beliet 
that such regulation should be 
through control by state utility com- 
missions, operating as joint boards 
on matters affecting interstate 
travel, with right of appeal to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 

President Henry of A. A. A. said 
the economic importance of aGe-| 
quate highways cannot be overes- 
timated. On them is dependent the 
movement of more than 25,000,000 
motor vehicles for which $7,230,000.- 
000 was spent for operating costs 
in 1928 in service stations and re- 
pair shops, he pointed out. The na- 
tion’s motor tourist business ac- 
counted for the expenditure of 
$3,500,000,000 this year, he added. 

“Whatever slackening up there 
has been in the automobile in- 
dustry,” Mr. Henry said, “is di- 
rectly related to the inadequacy of 
our road program.

One of the most attractive 
looking wholesale jobbing build- 
ings in British Columbia is that 
of Black Brothers Motor Products, 
Ltd.. 1369 Granville St. Unlike 
other wholesale firms handling 
automotive lines in Vancouver, 
and in fact unlike wholesale firms 
handling any line of business in 
the city, the company has its 
showroom on the principal busi- 
ness street of Vancouver. 

While many other 

jobbers are content with showrooms 
on a quiet street away from the 
beaten track, and are content with 
small windows, the firm of Black 
Brothers Motor Products, Ltd., has a 
display that would do credit to the 
most up-to- the — retail house

Yet despite this display on a main 
street of the city the firm does not 
encourage, and in fact will not 
Serve the consumer. Notices are 
displayed in the windows and above 
the counter to the effect that the 
firm will only serve the trade 
This policy is strictly adhered to 
by the company, and its employees 
are not permitted to attend cus- 


tomers and supply them with goods 
unless proof of their being bonafide 
members of the trade is given. This 


protects the regular trade against 
the practice of selling to the con- 
sumer by the wholesale, who thus 
seeks to collar the business at both 
ends 


Russell Black is the managing di- 
rector of the firm. For twenty-two 
years he was connected with the 
automotive trade in Vancouver, be- 
ing one of the directors of Black 
Brothers, a firm which has built up 
a remarkably large business in body 
repair work, upholstery repairs, and 
other similar work of a _ special 
character. This business is still be- 
ing carried on, and growing rapidly. 

Three years ago Mr. Black started 
in the wholesale distribution busi- 
ness in a small way, and associated 
with him in that early stage was 
Clifford Teskie Together’ these 
men experimented with the job- 
bing trade and found that there 
was an opening for such an organi- 
zation in Vancouver. Today the firm 
is established in ultra modern

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Fair dealing in the jobbing 

business might mean slow suc- 
cess, but it also means lasting suc- 
cess and profits in the lean years 
when the grasping jobber reports 
losses. 

A jobber recently 
started in the business at the time 
when wholesale distributors were 
few and there was a pressing need 
for jobbers. That was quite a 
numer of years ago when the auto- 
motive industry was really in its in- 
fancy. Today this jobber, who 
started business in practically a two 
by four room, has one of the largest 
jobbing concerns in the country, 
with branches well located in half a 
dozen states and travels more men 
than are employed in some manu- 
facturing plants. 

This jobber went after and se- 
cured the tried lines, those well 
advertised and those that could be 
depended upon to guarantee “mone 
back if not satisfied.” This was but 
the first step. Next came the dealer 
question and the jobber did busi- 
ness only with reputable men, those 
who showed that they were in the 
business not only for money, but for 
honor and who were willing to co- 
operate for mutual success. 

The same square treatment was 
afforded all dealers, prices were the 
same, credit the same and the job- 
ber has given all this 100 per cent.

(THERE is a jobber in New York, 

the metropolitan district, who 
has specialized for a number of 

years in the parts replacement 
business and operates one of the 
finest jobber machine shops in the 

East. He has built up a reputa- 
tion because of the fact that he 
handies nothing but nationally 
advertised lines. 

Recently the writer had occasion 
to visit this jobber and a manufac- 
turers’ representative walked in 
with a proposition that he take ona 
line of goods “just as good” as a 
standard line the jobber was carry- 
ing, and offering it at a price nearly 
half that which the jobber was pay- 
ing for the nationally advertised 
goods. He was turned down. 

In the course of conversation with 
this jobber the writer was told that 
the jobber had a few days before 
turned down an offer of a factory 
branch to take on a certain line of 
batteries that the branch used be- 
cause the branch manager did not 
care to buy from his old jobber. 
Now, the parts jobber does not 
carry batteries, and while the 
proposition only meant that he 
would be the clearing house for this 
stock, the manufacturer being one 
that sells only to jobbers, , and 
would make a clean profit without 
tying up his money or having to 
credit, he refused on the 
ground that it would be unetheical 
for him to put in a line outside = 
his specialized field just to make ¢ 
profit; regardless of whether or eas 
the other jobber was going to lose 
the business anyhow. 

The jobbing industry needs more 
men like this.

One of the units of the company is the C. & B. Brake Testing 
Company, which was acquired last year after a reorganization that 
took in two other companies. The reorganization, which resulted in 
the incorporation of the John Bean Manufacturing Company, brought 
together the Bean Spray Pump Company, which was established in 
1884; the Anderson-Barngrover Manufacturing Company, and the 
Sprague-Sells Corporation. 

The capitauzation of the company consists of $1,250,000 in 6% per 
cent. preferred stock of $100 par value, of which $650,000 is outstanding, 
and 300,000 shares of no par common, of which 123,712 shares are out 
and of which 33,788 shares are being reserved for conversion of the com- 
pany’s debentures. These debentures consist of two series: A, amount- 
ing to $500,000, and B, amounting to $1,305,000, both paying 6 per cent., 
and due in 1938. Stockholders were given rights last October to purchase 
one new share of common at $35 for each three shares held. The stock 
is listed on the Los Angeles, San Francisco and New York Curb exchanges 
The common dividend rate is 37% cents quarterly and a higher rate is 
in prospect. 

The company showed considerable recovery in earnings last year 
after having suffered a large decline in 1927 from the level of the pre- 
ceding year. The net income in 1926 amounted to $515,581, equivalent to 
$3.83 a share on the common stock, and fell off in 1926 to $265,839. or 
$1.81 a share. The recovery last year carried the net income to $385,662, 
equal to $2.78 a share. 

A still further recovery took place in the fiscal year ended on June 30. 
Figures haven't been made public, but estimates place the net income 
for 1929 at around $500,000, or about $3.75 a share. Sales in the last half 
of the fiscal year were up about 60 per cent. over the corresponding period 
of 1928. 

The outlook for continued prosperity for the company is excellent. 
It acquired the Stebler Parker Company this year and the additional 
unit will strengthen the company’s position. Its financial condition is 
strong, with total current assets of $2,711,362 as of December 31, 1928, 
comparing with total current liabilities of $990,395. The net working 
capital was $1,810,967. The book value of the common stock at that 
time was $11.84, as compared with $9.18 as of August 31, 1928.

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CHRYSLER REPORTS 
GAINS EVERY YEAR 


Detroit, Nov. 25.—The Chrysler 
Corporation in a report which has 
just been compiled, reviewing the 
activities of the company for the 
six years since the first Chrysler- 
built automobile appeared, states 
that in every year sales have in- 
creased materially over the pre- 
ceding year and that the total of 
394,433 cars for the first nine 
months of 1929 is an increase of 
more than 9 per cent. over sales 
for the full year 1928.

Then we can take a good, deep breath of re- 
lie} for the rather glorious part they are play- 
ing now. 


For untold centuries the common people. slip 
through the fragments of history without a sound. 
Not even the thudding of their bare feet is heard 
when the deeds of knights and warriors and re- 
ligious dignitaries and the succession of kings 
and princes are recorded. 


In the earliest civilizations along the Tigris 
and Euphrates, and later in Babylon and As- 
syria and Egypt, they swarm into life and out 
of it in appalling, untold millions, without the 
record of a written word. 


in later Egypt, in Greece, in Rome, here and there 
a lone figure emerges from the mass, but the con- 
trast is all the sharper for the mass which does not 
emerge. Judea probably gives a better record, but 
it had a better reason for giving it. And that is 
another story. 


But throughout all the ages, not only in ancient 
writings but right on down to modern times, they 
have left but meager records, as a mass, and as 
individuals scarce at all. 


In literature it is even worse. Here, whenever 
..the common people appear at all, they almost 
invariably come in as clowns and fools. Even 
our own Shakespeare has his gravedigger or 
tinker come on between the scenes for two or 
three minutes of buffoonery asacomic relief. Only 
one other important part did they play in litera- 
ture. Dickens, Hauptmann, Chekhov, Gorky use 
them pretty much as a tremolo stop on an organ 
for the building of pathos. And there it ends.

And it is rather inspiring.

Indeed, it would be rather danger- 
ous to meet any average man of position and ask 
him where he came from. 
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And to.gs% him where he is going to is even 
worse. Ro1’;~9 far as wealth is concerned, America 
is prob#tsty the first nation on the face of the earth 
to real’ the futility of amassing too much, and to 
begin 3}ving it away most lavishly when it ac- 
quired tym much. There is hardly a rich man on 
this conftient who is not putting his money back 
into causes of common good. 


And so far as money for the masses is con- 
cerned, there is hardly one of these self-same rich 
men, from financier to factory owner, who does 
not seem perfectly willing to have those masses 
get all the money they can possibly want. 


With such tremendous economic changes going 
on, no wonder we find, on the one hand, a level- 
ing off of social grades and, on the other, the} 
building up of the masses to a higher social level.
